Picturing Living Persons 
On United States Stamps 


Since our issue of July 26 in 
which we carried a head line that

In H. R. Harmer Sale 


When a stamp brings more than 
six times catalogue, it has that 
man-bites-dog quality. One stamp 
did in the season-closing “entire 
world” sale which H. R. Harmer, 
Inc., held July 23-25 at their auc- 
tion rooms on New York’s 57th 
Street. It was a magnificent used 
corner margin copy of Canada’s 
1852-55 3p Indian red beaver on 
thin oily wove paper, which cata- 
lops a modest $0, and sold _ for 
$37.50. 

Of course, su erb classic Canada 
usually can “write its own check” 
but the average collector might not 
suspect the fascination of Egyp- 
tian tobacco stamps. A collection 
of 202 of these items was bid up 
to $19. 

Also in the uncatalogued odds- 
and-ends department, a collection 
of over 600 German locals fetch- 
ed $44: two bocks of French rev- 
enues, $45: a lot of 64 Newfound- 
land official seals and revenues, 
$27; 1.172 Egyptian Interpostal 
seals, $240. and 96 China Treaty 
Ports, $11.50. 

Perhaps the real news. of this 
gale was that 219 lots of fairly 
mouth-watering foreign covers, 
mostly early, realized $3,110.75, 
which figures out to $14.20 per 
lot. The 19th century Austrian 
covers soared. Example: the 1850 
ikr and 2kr, on one cover, sold for 
$12, though cataloging but $7. 

A 17c Canada of 1859, tied to 
cover, went for $36, or more than 
four times catalogue. Two paris 
Balloon Post items brought $17. 
France’s 1852 10c dark bistre, tied

The stamps came to the atten- 
tion of Emil Bruechig, who 
promptly recognized them for 
what they are—an error of color. 
His research subsequently proved 
this correct. - 

Errors of color are rare in phil- 
ately, and when they have occur- 
red, they have usually been in 
small quantities, and have com- 
manded extraordinary premium 
values over the stamps in the or- 
dinary color. The 4c Columbian 
stamp, printed in blue instead of 
ultramarine (the exact reverse of 
this 6c airmail discovery) is one 
of the most sought after of U. S. 
adhesive stamps, being quoted at 
$1,000 for a_ single copy in the 
current Scott catalog. The ordi- 
nary blue stamp is quoted at only 


$2.50! 

It is interesting to note that 
similar color errors on _ foreign 
stamps bring_ similar premiums. 


Great Britain’s 2142p Prussian blue 


instead of ultramarine (Scott’s 
No. 229) is quoted at $175, as 


against 30 cents for the ordinary 
blue stamp, a ratio of about 580 
to one. 

The 6c blue and carmine air- 
mail stamp has produced two oth- 
er major errors that have startled 
the philatelic world. First of these 
was the discovery of forty sheets 
(1000 pairs) imperforate horizon- 
tally in a Brooklyn post office a 
few years ago. These stamps were 
disposed of at $100 a pair. A later 
discovery was a sheet with the 
vertical perforations so misplaced 
as to leave the upper diagonal 
half without vertical perforations. 
It is expected that the new ultra- 
marine color error will prove 
quite as sensational as the per- 
foration varieties of this stamp.

To Fly Anniversary Flight 


Did you happen to receive a 
letter carried in the nation’s first 
coast-to-coast air mail service on 
September 8, 1920? 

If you did, and if you'll let 
United Air Lines know about it, 
you will receive a specially- 
cacheted envelope flown over the 
same route on the 25th anniver- 
sary of that airway, September 8, 
1945. 

United said today it is seeking 
names of persons who _ received 
letters when the Post Office De- 
partment inaugurated coast-to- 
coast air mail service over the 
New York-San Francisco route on 
September 8, 1920. Letters car- 
ried on the 25th anniversary of 
that event will be autographed and 
delivered to them personally by 
Capt. E. Hamilton Lee, 4,000,000- 
mile dean of the world’s airmen, 
when he flies the airway Septem- 
ber 8, 1945—that is, if they can be 
on hand to meet Capt. Lee at air- 
ports where he will stop—New 
York, Philadelphia, Akron-Canton, 
Cleveland, South Bend, Chicago, 
Des Moines, Omaha, Denver, Salt 
Lake City, Reno and San Fran- 
cisco. Incidentally, with him will 
be his son, Capt. Robert E. Lee, 
also a pilot of United Air Lines. 

John J. Hart, manager*of postal 
service for United’s air cargo de- 
partment, said that those who re- 
ceived air mail letters carried on 
September 8, 1920, should send 
their names to him at United Air 
Lines, Room 867, Continental 
Bank Building, Chicago. He add- 
ed that those unable to meet Lee 
on his flight will receive their an- 
niversary letters by air mail.
